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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, the examiner notes that claims 4 and 8 are 
rejected under Susaki (see page 3 lines 1 1-13 (claim 4) and page 4 lines 4-15 (claim 8) of the Final Rejection mailed 9/5/2007). 
Additionally, regarding Applicant's arguments against the rejections under section 103 over Susaki in view of Shitama and over Shitama in 
view of Kimura, In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller. 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicant argues that Susaki doesn't disclose a WAN, 
and that Shitama fails to disclose user inten/ention. However, in combination, one skilled in the art would combine the ability to detect the 
origin network of a packet with the ability to make rules to access network resources to come to the conclusion to make rules based off of 
the origin of requests. A similar response is made against Applicant's allegations for Shitama in view of Kimura. 
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
